THE CONDinON OF OUR EJTER- 
PROVINCIAL STEAMERS. 

Prevenlion • is betlev than oure. An 
onnoe of prevention iu the case of llio 
lost Pacific would have preserved fcbreo 
hundred valuable lives, and Blnok Des- 
pair that brooded over twent y liousc-hokla 
in this city for mnny days would not liave 
found lodgment there. Before people had 
began to think of the necessity of 
inquiring into Iho condition of the 
steamship, the culamity occurred. 
Six weeks Ijeforo tbo Pacilio was 
engiilphed wo publisbed an article that 
threv,' doubt on her seawortLiuess. A 
■worthy citizen ot Victoria— as noble a 
spirit as over breathed— prepared and 
published a reply in defence of tlie Paci- 
fio. Poor follow; he WOB one oi' the pas- 
sengers on that awful nigbt When the ill- 
fated vessel foundered off Cape Flattery, 
and went down with her. Formerly very 
good people regarded plaguo and pohti. 
lence and calamity as coming direct from 
the hand of God .which i*-; would bo wrong 
and irreligious to fight against. A sect 
called tho Peculiar People in England, at 
the present day, refuse to adopt tho sim- 
plest mothods for preventing accident or 
curing disease, in the belief that 
they would thereby Uy in the face 
of Providence. "Oh, I nm not 
afraid; if it is the will of the Lord for me 
to die. I'll die; if not, I'll get well." This 
sect would be at home on board a rotten 
ship. She might be full of holes; but it 
r, -wouldbe-wicked to try and plug them. 
" Water might enter through the seams, but 
it would be an act of irreligion to work 
the pumps; and to buckle on a lil'oprescr- 
Ter would be an evidence of want 
of faith in God's promisos. They 
might bo iu tho upper story of 
It flaming house, with the stairs 
burned away; but the wrath of God would 
overtake tbem should they arail them- 
selves of a ladder to escape the flames. 
This sort of reasoning in these en- 
lightened days is regarded by all sane 
persons as the veriest rubbish. Suppose, 
now, that au individual of an inquisitive 
turn of mind bad gone on board the Paci- 
fic before she left her wharf on that fate- 
ful morniog and examined her life 
(death?) boats. Ho would have found 
them filled with water to "trim ship." 
Had he entered bei bold he would have 
discovered beneath tho varnish and gloss 
that her timbers were decayed. Would 
he not have been juBtifled in warning all 
on board to fly from her as from a jjcsti 
lence ? Some accidents and some illnesses 
are not preventable, because we cannot 
detect the causes from which they spring; 
but if a man goes to sea in a seive; or sits 
smoking a pipe on an open keg 
of powder, or throws himself be- 
neath the wheels of ;a laden dray, 
or makes his bed in 'a sewer, he knows 
the inevitable consequences tbat will at- 
tend his folly. And this brings us to the 
subject wo bava chosen for this day's ar- 
ticle, viz: The condition of our inter- 
provincial steamers. Absolute justice, 
beyond even sympathy, and far beyond 
sentimental feeling of any kind, should 
.. . animate a writer in dealing with a matter 
so fraught with seriouB consequences to 
tho country and its inhabitants. Are tho 
steamers tbat now ply between the porLs 
of tho Province reliable senboata? Can 
they be deiiendcd on in case of great emer- 
gency? Are their timbers sulllciently 
strong to withstand tho force of one of the 
gales that during the winter months 
sweep with violence along our coast? 
These are questions that require an an- 
swer. A steamer which in tbo summer 
season may run with peifect safely iu 
thiso waters, may become in tho fall and 
.^TTinter months entirely unsuited to the 
'service. What are wanted for tho inter- 
provincial trade are steamers that can run 
in all weathers; that no wind trav- 
eling with less velocity than a gale 
will force into one of the many nooks for 
safety there to await a calm before pro- 
ceeding to their destination. Is tbo Enter- 
prise a boat of this description? la .she 
adapted to tho carriage of passengers and 
freight botwenn this port and New West- 
minster iu all WLMtlH.'i'H without at times 
unreasonably dot iiniug both en route ? Is 
the Cariboo-Fly littoil for tlie East Coast 
service ? Is she built to witlistand a se- 
vere gale which she may any day meet on 
■ her passoge up or down ? Does the Grap- 
pier possess qualifications that entitle her 
to the contidfuco of that portion of the 
public who tiavol bofwcou Yicioria and 
Wrangel ? Is tho Ada on titled to a eorti- 
ficato tbat will allow Ii.r to cross tbo Gulf 
with passeuirers and live nUick '! Wo do 
not refer to the condition of tbo machinery 
or the soundness of tho timbers of tiiu 
boats onnmoratod. Tlie questions are put 
with a view to ascertaining their Suitabili- 
ty fur tbo trade iu which tlioy are engag- 
ed. A boat may perform wonders on a 
river, and if sent to sou would bo reduc- 
ed to matchwood iu tbo first pufT of wind. 
The public ma;y be iierfectly -safe in en- 
trusting their Jives and property to the 
boats now engaged in tho interprovinoial 
carrying trade; but tboy bavo a right to 
be asHurod of their safety. To " tract to 
luck, "or blindly accept 2).ist immunity from 
disaster as furnishing bonds for the f ulnro, 
would ho as bad as embracing the fuith of 
the Peculiar People and refusing to adopt 
precautions b^ resigning oneself into tbo 
hands of Providence with tho sapient re- 
mark, tho Lord wills it!

LordOiflford, when Attorney-General, 
had frequently to encounter Sir Somuel 
Romilly in tho House of Commons. "The 
night before ho was to meet him upon a 
very important debate, he told me," says 
Dr. Dibdin, "ho had not slept one wink. 
Mr. Canning sat close to him when ho 
rose, and cheered him as he wont on;'but 
at first ho was scarcely conscious of being 
on his legs, and did not know wliothor tbo 
Speaker was in his chair or his opponent 
in the Houso, though ho sat immediatoly 
opposite to liim: but bo soon shook up his 
intellectual energies became warm, fluent, 
courageous, and convincing." It was of 
him, au ex-chaccellor is reported to have 
said, that he had risen as does a man iu a 
balloon— by an impulse not originating iu 
himself. 

A striking peculiarity of this groat man 
is thus mentionod by Mr. Wilborforco, 
who was warmly uttnohed to him:— "One 
of tbo most remarkable tbiugs about lio- 
milly," ho says, "was, though be had 
such an immense quantity of buaiuosa ho 
seemed always an idle man,'^ , He seemed 
to hp.ve been n living antithesis to the 
Duke of Newcastle, commemorated in 
Humphrey Clinker, who was always in a 
bnrry. It used to be said of him, "that 
ho had lost one hour in the morning 
wbiuh bo was looking for during the rest 
of tho day." '
